A translation 

of the open letter text was made in the presence of Cass 15. 

b) Javelin request for AECASS 2 to visit them : At the last meeting with 

Cass 15, he presented C 4i ss 2 desire to visit England, Javlein and Pidhainy 

and wated to hnow what we thought of the idea. He was told by the CO that 
the matter would first have to be discussed by Kubark-Javelih. , since 
ops would be discussed . At that time Cass 15 said tht in phone conversation 
with Cass 2 he was told tht Javelin had specifically requested that he 
visit them before 15 April . After his return from Cass 2, 15 said that 
he misunderstood the conversation via phone with 2 and that it was 
Pidhainy who really wantedto see 2 in England but that the 3ritish would 
also talk with him. T’ awfatla had been instructed by the British to 
ask 2 to visit them as soon as possible o riMnniaib discuss the contact 
with the homeland. 

As a result of this, Cass 2 wants to go to England by the 15 th of 
April, l) he wants to talk to Pidhainy to obtain w/t traffic from as 
received from Miron; 2) as one responsible for contact with the homeland 
under the new set up of the duo controlling the ZCh , Cass 2 wants to 
visit members of the new ZCh, Javlein and Pidhainy in order to discuss 
one line of contac 4 with homela d per its directive that there be on ly 

one^mnun line that handled by the ZP» 3) Javelin plans to dispatch 

the ovember Javelin courier shortly after 15 April and Cass 2 wants 
to visit Javelin before this is done. 4) IT ZP-Cass 2 is to handle 
contact with homelnad for both ZP-ZCh, then he must lign up the prospective 
candidates mmm for agen- work now controlled by Pidhainy-ftainibB Javelin. 

5) Cass 2 srlso wants to talk to Javelin on the new ZCh set up. 

Cass 15 said tht it would not be practicable for Pidhainy to visit 
Canada since he would not be able to carry the w/t traffic material with 
him. 

CO suggested tha 4 C‘"ss 2 visit Wash on or about the 8th of April to 
discuss the possibility of his going to England,
